"This summer the FCC will hold hearings concerning allocations in bands 
from 25 to 890 Mc. All interested parties are submitting their plans now, some are 
advocating sweeping changes in nearly every service including deleting TV channels 2 
to 6, deleting some ham bands and shifting some ham bands. The following is what 
Motorola, Inc. is submitting to the FCC. Motorola is pushing for a great amount of 
land mobile frequencies, including all of the 6 and 2 meter bands. (Motorola makes 
lend mobile equipment). Motorola suggests putting land mobile from 50-72 Mc and shift- 
ing the 6 meter hem band to 72-76 Mc. They also want lend mobile on 10-166 Mc and 
Shifting the 2 meter ham bend to 136-140 Mc, with 136-138 hem frequency sheared with 
space communication. They also want to put all TV on 174-345 Mc."
